A furnace can be operated not to 
smoke, In the obnoxious manner $0 per 
cent of them do. The use of extra air 
supplied by a small low pressure volume 
blower would improve combustion in the 
fire-box. 

A coal can be used, which is free from 

fines, which tend to clog the coal bed, 
and make “smoke.”

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ALDERMEN CONSIDER 
~NEW SPEED LAW 


Proposal Fixes Maximum at 
25 Miles an Hour — 5- 
Hour Parking Suggested. 


A new speed law, designed to 
cure defects in the present city 


ordinance, was introduced in the. 


Board of Aldermen yesterday by 
Alderman Neu. Although there is 
a clause fixing the legal speed 
limit now at 25 miles an hour, 
with slower speeds in congested 
districts, recently the courts have 
held, on appeals from Police Court 
fines, that reckless driving must be | 
shown and speed in excess of 25 
miles an hour has not necessarily 
been considered reckless driving in 
itself. 

The new bill sets 25 miles an 
hour as tJe maximum speed, but 
with the following restrictions:
